An Unusual Charge.—-At Nenagh istrict 
Court, Superintendent McCabe, Newport, 
summoned James Leahy. mineral 
manufacturer, Nenagh, for _ selling 
dozen of stout, or a less quantity than was 
permitted by his licence. which -was four and 
ja half gallons. Sergeant Fitzsimons deposed 
to seeing Leahy’s man with his van outside 
Thomas Rvan’s licenced honse at Dalla. He 
examined the man’s book, and found that he 
sold four dozen of stout to Ryan. District 
Justice Flood said that the case was pro- 
bably the first of its kind in Ireland, and 
he believed Leahy thought that he was not 
infringing the law. Accordingly, he would 
treat him under the Probation of Offenders 
Act. The prosecut‘on, he hoped, would be 
a warning to others.

His 
condition is serious Mrs. Mary Melouga, 
17 St. Columb’s Wells, Derry, fell down a 
la’der at her home and fractured her left 
leg. She was removed to the City Infirmary. 

Motorist Sentenced.— lór recklessiy driving 
a motor car at Killeter on the occasion of the 
Orange demonstration on July 12th last, and 
for drunkenness on the same occasion, 
William MeGoldrick, Maghernaguragh, was 
sentenced to one month’s imprisonment by 
the Castlederg magistrate on last Saturday. 
The police evidence was that the defendant 
zig-zagged along the public road, and crashed 
into a horse and trap. He was warned, but 
appeared an hour later in charge of the same 
motor, and dashed into a motor cycle. 
Captain Gosselin, R.M., said that the magis 
trates were determined to put down reckless 
motoring. 

Tandragee Housing Scheme.—... 
meeting of the Tandragee Urban Couneil, a 
letter was read from Messrs. Dickie, Coulter 
and Hamill, sulicitors, Dundalk, on behalf of 
the representatives of Colonel Logan, in re 
gard to the purchase of their house property 
in Tandragee. They informed the Council 
that thew principals had accepted the offer 
of £200, and they were sending on a short 
contract for signature by the Council, This 
was considered satisfactory, and the Town 
Clerk was instructed to have the site in- 
spected, as to its suitability for a housing 
scheme of 10 or 12 houses.
